H ugo’s great story of the fugitive 
convict, risen to honor and dis­ 
tinction in his new life, only to be 
ex posed and cast back into the ga l­ 
leys through 
the relentless vigi­ 
lance of the police, is duplicated 
in a story revealed by the arrest of 
a leading citizen of Casa, Ark. 
The J ean Valjean of this story is 
J ames Huddleston, who, for more 
than ten years, has been known at 
Casa as J . A. Alex ander. 
He was 
arrested by Deputy United States 
Marshal J ohn McClure on orders 
from Paris, Tex as. 
Huddleston admitted his identity 
and confessed himself to be the 
man 
who eleven years ago fled 
from Tex as after being convicted 
of passing counterfeit money. 
The people of Casa refused at 
first to believe Huddleston could be 
¥ 
guilty of any crime, and offered to 
aid him in 
any way. 
lie told 
them their good offices were use­ 
less. 
On May 14, 1890, J ames Hud­ 
dleston yvas convicted in the fed­ 
eral court in Tex as on one count of 
an indictment charging him with 
passing counterfeit money. 
The 
offense was not a serious one, ex ­ 
cept from the standpoint of the 
law. 
The jury, however, found he 
had passed 
the counterfeit coin, 
and recommended that he be sen­ 
tenced to a term 
in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
Huddleston was then 
out on 
$5.000 bonds, furnished by rela­ 
tives. 
The case was given to the 
jury at 6 o’clock in the evening 
and the jurors debated over the 
case and the evidence for several 
hours. 
A t 11 o ’clock at night the 
jury returned a sealed verdict under 
the orders of the court and was dis­ 
missed, the judge announcing that 
the verdict would be read the fol­ 
lowing morning. 
Huddleston had a friend either 
amone the jurors or among the 
court attaches, and in some manner 
he was informed that be had been 
found guilty and would have to 
serve 
a 
penitentiary 
sentence. 
Before the court assembled to open 
the verdict the nex t morning Hud­ 
dleston had disappeared. 
A week later a stranger arrived 
in the new town of Casa. 
He was 
a quiet, pleasant man. 
He said 
little to anyone of his life history, 
and, securing work, settled down 
to grow up with the village. 
He 
engaged in business and prospered. 
As the town grew Alex ander 
became one of the leading citizens. 
He added to his wealth rapidly, 
and for the J ast five years has been 
considered the wealthiest mao in 
the community. 
He never accept­ 
ed any public office, although the 
mayoralty and other public offices 
were offered to him repeatedly. He 
was known for his philanthropy 
and bis willingness to aid any who 
were in distress. 
He was a factor 
in the politics of Perry county, and 
could have had the nomination to 
congress from the district for the 
asking. 
Last week the United States 
marshal for the northern district of 
Arkansas was informed by the au­ 
thorities at Paris, 
Tex as, 
that 
J ames Huddleston, a fugitive from 
justice, convicted of passing coun­ 
terfeit money, was residing in Casa 
under the name of Alex ander. 
The marshal sent a deputy to in­ 
vestigate. 
The deputy, by inquir­ 
ies, discovered Alex ander had a p­ 
peared at Casa shortly after Hud- 
dleson fled from Tex as. 
Huddleston asked for an hour to 
arrange his business interests and 
accompanied the officer. 
He said 
the fear and ex pectation of arrest 
and ex posure had haunted him ever 
sinde he fled.

Missour i, is a mass of smolder ing, 
smoking r uins and adjoining build­ 
ings and stocks ar e badly damaged, 
by a fir e which commenced at 9 
’clock last Fr iday mor ning. 


The blaze was pr actically under 
contr ol an' hour later , but in that 
shor t space of time thousands of 
dollar s wer e lost by the r avages of 
the fir e and by smoke and water . 
It is estimated that the damage 
will r each a total of near ly $100,- 
000, with insur ance to cover over 
one-half the amount. 
The Gr and Centr al building was 
owned by Mr . Fr ank B. Meyer , of 
this city, who is in St. Louis, and 
was notified this mor ning by tele­ 
gr aph. 
The building was wor th between 


$12 ,000 and $15,000. 
The Gr and Centr al stock, owned 
by Messr s. J. M. Cannon, Emil 
Seifer t and E. H. Gr iffith, was 
valued at $60,000, and is com­ 
pletely 
destr oyed. 
A 
dollar ’s 
wor th of the stock could not be 
put to any possible use. 
Mr . Cannon stated this mor ning 
that they car r ied $37,100 on the 
stock, but within the past few 
days had r eceived a lar ge amount 
of new spr ing goods which was 
not insur ed.

I have dealt 
with about forty of these applica­ 
tions today , and am g lad to say 
that in all except perhaps two cases 
I have seen my way to g rant them. 
“ We hear a g reat deal about the 
influence of fiction. 
I have con­ 
sidered the case most carefully . 
I 
would not deprive the lover of 
books of his fiction. 
Any sort of 
book, except one which exercises a 
bad influence, is better than no 
book. 
But I believe if a man g ive 
his fortune to endow libraries he 
mig ht do well to bar fiction less 
than three y ears old.” 
Mr. Carneg ie q uoted Lord Ac­ 
ton as say ing of all the books writ­ 
ten since the world beg an, only 
about 4,003 could lay claim to im­ 
mortality .

them every two or three weeks. This 
yields two or three liters of active 
serum. 
The horses are then treated 
again. 
T he serum is exported to all 
countries 
wiiere poisonous snakes 
ab ound, especially India, 
i\iistralia 
and South America.

20 cub ic centimeters of it simply in­ 
jected 
wdth 
a 
large 
hypodermic 
syringe under the skin of the ab do­ 
men, w’here it is easily ab sorb ed, are 
efficacious if the patient is not yet in 
a state of asphyxia.

Isaacs in the latter part of Septem­ 
ber, 18 9 5 . 
Isaacs’ body was fou nd sev eral 
day s after the mu rder in a deserted 
cov ered wag on by 
the roadside, 
w ith a bu llet hole penetrating the 
head. 
From letters fou nd on his 
person his name and former home 
were ascertained and his relativ es 
were informed of the crime. 
From the information then re­ 
ceiv ed Isaacs and Dial had started 
tog ether with the team and wag on 
from Sprau nau x , I. T ., the former 
en rou te to N orth Carolina, to 
which place he had sent his wife, 
and the latter to his home in K en­ 
tu cky . 
Isaacs had $iio when he left 
home. 
He 
at one time sheriff 
of Taney cou nty , Missou ri, and of­ 
ficiated in the ex ecu tion of the 
famou s Bald Knobbers there sev ­ 
eral y ears ag o. 
A t the time of the mu rder Dial 
was abou t 17 y ears old, and at one 
time had liv ed in Tex as cou nty . 
' Dial was nex t heard of at Memphis, 
Tenn., and later from Bowling 
Greed, Ky ., 
where his relativ es 
liv e. 
A. J. McKinney and Joe Rig g s, 
of Tex as cou nty , went to Bowling 
G rten 
lo effect his captu re, bu t 
failed. 
They fou nd a rev olv er 
cov ered with blood that y ou ng Dial 
had left in a shop there to be re­ 
paired and cleaned. 
The cou nty 
cou rt of Tex as cou nty offered $100 
reward for Dial’s captu re and the 
state offered a similar amou nt. 
A Bowling Green, Ky ., dispatch 
of the 13th say s: 
The sheriff of 
W arren cou nty this morning re­ 
ceiv ed a teleg ram from Gov ernor 
Beckham telling him to hold W ill 
T . Dial, u nder arrest here on a 
charg e of mu rder in Missou ri. Gov ­ 
ernor Beckham say s this order is 
made at the requ est of the g ov ernor 
of Missou ri. 
Dial is still u nder g u ard, and 
since his arrest has drawn ou t of 
the bank here the $4,5 00 he had on 
deposit. 
H e deposited $5 ,000, bu t 
drew ou t $5 00 on the day he was 
arrested, which left the $4,5 00. He. 
was taken before the police cou rt 
this m orn’ng for trial on the w ar­ 
rant charg ing him with being a

Had a Splendid Meeting. 
J. W . Goodwin read an interest­ 
ing paper before the members of 
the N ehem gar club last night, en­ 
titled “ Random Recollections of 
Forty Y ears.” 
It was full of reminiscences of 
early Sedalia, and in the discussion 
which followed many stories were 
related. 
Dr, T . P. McCluney, who was a 
country doctor before Sedalia was 
founded,

interesting ex­ 
perience, and others also contribut­ 
ed anecdotes. 


'ihrough the united efforts of 
representatives of the great mer­ 
cantile bodies of Boston, Mass., 
seconded by the chief executives of 
the city and state in conference 
with the recognized leaders of or­ 
ganized labor, the great strike of 
freight handlers and kindred trades 
represented in the allied freight 
transportation council was ended 
last night, and fully 20,000 men 
who hive been idle for four davs 
will go to work today. 
The building trades council was 
to have ordered 70.000 more men 
out by Saturday. 
This action was 
to have btea taken last night, but 
prior to the meeting called for tnat 
purpose the agreement was reached. 
The strikers had prepared for 
monster parade today. 
The settlement was attained at a 
conference at the office of Gov. 
Crane. 
The decision was at once 
reported to the allied freight trans­ 
portation council at a special meet­ 
ing last night and unanimously in­ 
dorsed. 
The settlement was the result of 
an expressed determination of Gov 
Crane and those representing the 
merchants of Boston to bring all 
possible pressure to bear upon the 
New York, N ew Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad company to adopt the 
rules in force upon the Boston and 
Maine railroad, forbidding freight 
handlers to unload teams except at 
their own option and risk. 
All of the old men for whom 
places can be found will be taken 
back by the railroads, but, owing 
to the suddenness with which the 
strike was ended and the large 
number of new men who have been 
installed, it is likely that many of 
the old employes will find no va­ 
cancies ready for them. Eventually, 
it is believed, they all will regain 
their old positions. 
Teamsters and 
longshoremen will 
find an un­ 
precedented demand for their ser­ 
vices and traffic of all descriptions, 
which has been virtually at a stand­ 
still for the past three or four days, 
will be resumed with a rush.

When a near ob- 
jt^ct is to be looked at this muse-le re­ 
laxes and allows the lens to thicken, 
increasing its refractive power. The 
inner and outer mns<des are used in 
covering the eve on the ohjeed to be 
looked at. 
li is in the three muscles 
mentioned that the fatigue is felt, 
and relief is secured ieniporarily by 
closing the eyes or gazing at far-dis­ 
tant objects. 
The usual indication 
of strain is a redness of the rim of the 
eyelid, betokening a congested state 
of the inner surface, accompanied by 
some pain. Sometimes this weariness 
indicates the need of glasses rightly 
adapted to the person, and in other 
cases the true remedy is to massage 
the eye and its surroundings, so far 
as may be, with the 
hand in cold 
water.— Familv Doctor.
